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DOMBSTIC ECONOMY IN OYPRUS. 


It is a common bat very erroneous sapposi- 
tion that Cyprus is a happy land where all the 
ordinary needs of the body are to be had 
almost without money and without price, and 
where an ample and comfortable standard of 
living is compatible with a very low rate of 
expenditore. Previous to the British Oooup- 
ation this, no doubt, was trae enough, and 
British officials then residing there, and in re- 
ceipt of ordinary rates of pay, must have found 
it possible to live well within their official 
incomes. Even now the standard of living 
among the native Cypriots remains very largely 
what it always was, and, with the exception of 
some few who have travelled or resided abroad 
and have acquired Western idear, the domestic 
economy of the average native is on a far 
hombler scale than that of the same class” in 
Karopean countries. The fact that prices of 
household commodities have risen does not 
materially affect, therefore, the Cypriot. It 
should be anderstood that the bulk of the 
Cypriots are either agricultural prodacers or 
merchants, and even the few professional men 
are also mostly owners of chiftliks, and there- 
fore all classes of the native community are 
more or less directly benefited by an inorease 
in the price of locally raised commodities. 

This rise in the prices of articles of local 
prodaction, while directly banefiting the native 
producer and merchant, is a very serious 
matter indeed to the unfortunate British offi- 


cial, to whose altruistic labours in the past 
this improvement in trade, with its accom- — 
panying advarce in market values, is princi- 
pally dae. Cypras has come to be regarded by 
British officials in other colonies as a veritable 
Paradise towards which they cast longing 
eyes, and in which they are willing to accept 
service at half the rate of pay which obtains 
in other parts of the Empire. It may be a 
kindness to them to point ont that this is 
entirely a fiction. Those residents with fixed 
incomes, such as officials dependent on their 
pay, have a most anxious and difficalt task in 
making both ends meet. There is probably no 
Crown Colony in which the pay of Goverament 
officials is on 80 lowa scale, and yet what are 
the ruling prices to-day of some of the leading 
articles of consumption? For the ‘benefit of 
those anacquainted with the local coftiage the 
English equivalent is given :—(the oke equals 
24/5lbs.) Beef 1s. 4d. per oke ; matton ls. 
64d. per oke; eggs three for 1 3d.; wood 
and fuel, unchopped, 7s. per donkey load, 
chopping 1s. extra; butter 2s, 8d. to 2s. 8d. 
per lb. ; servants’ wages: cooks £2 to £3 per 
month; houseboys 803. to 50s. per month, 
exclusive of food which is always supplied: to 
them. House rent ranges from £25 to £60 per 
annum ; scarcely a house can be found outside 
the town for less than £30 p.a., and for sanitary 
reasons most English object to living within 
the city walls. The above prices may not 
appear high to those accastomed to European 
prices, and with incomes commensurate to a 
higher rate of living, but they are considerably 
higher than they were at the time the present 
rate of official salaries was fixed, and not only 
so but for purposes of comparison the quality 
of the goods must be taken into account. Good 
meat is rarely obtainable, and the butchers 
have no knowledge of their work. Beef is not 
often to be found at all, and is usually so tough 
(the carcases of worn-out draught animals) as 
to be barely eatable. At this season lamb is 
sold as mutton, and the joints, which are 
minute, consist of bone and gristle, all of 
which is charged for at fall rates. The lambs 
are killed so young that they have no flesh 
on their bones whatever. 

As regards domestic servants, many of the 
older ones are well acquainted with their work, 
but the younger servants who have everything 
to learn are certainly dear at the price, and 
with increasing values all round the tendency 
is for their wages to be raised. To put the case 
moderately it is jast possible for an Englishman 
and his Wife to live in reasonable comfort on an 
income of £225 a year. This presupposes con- 
stant care and vigilance on the part of the 
housewife, and that she is sufficiently acquain- 
ted with the language and with the many arts 
and dodges of the wily native, not to be impos- 
ed upon by her servants and tradespeople; a 
condition of things which is natarally rarely 
met with. This allows no margin whatever for 
sickness, or for travelling expenses to and from 
England on leave of absence, and certainly 
allows no opportunity of saving, such as every 
official should be able to do. It may be added 
that a large number of official posts in Cyprus 
ot good statas worth from £500 to £800 a year 
elsewhere and held by English gentlemen 
accustomed to the ordinary standard of living 
which obtains in England, carry salaries rang- 
‘ng only from £150 to £300 per anoom. 

It should be stated that the cost of living is 
many times greater than it was in the early 
days of the occupation, after the first rash had 
subsided, when day labour was obtainable at 
2} piastres (3d.) a day, instead of 1s. a day as 
now, and when meat was at 3 to 5 piastres (4d. 

The enhanced prices betoken 
the development of the trade of the country, 
but it surely must be time for the salaries of 
the unfortanate offisials to be reconsidered, as 
has lately been done herein Egypt. 

From the foregoing it will be seen that while 
living may still be regarded as cheap in that 
Island for those whose incomes are from, say, 
£400 upwards, it is quite the reverse for those 
who, transplanted from countries where the 
standard of living which they have been born 
and bred in is high, now find themselves io 
positions of trast and responsibility and onerous 
work and in receipt of salaries inadequate to 
meet the necessary claims apon them.

AN ULTIMATUM. 


THREAT OF ANOTHER STRIKE. 


We reget to hear that the pupils of the 
Khedivial Law School have not profited by 
their recent experiences. An altimatum was 
sent to the Ministry ef Public Instruction 
last week demanding the reinstatement of the 
four expelled pupils and threatening ‘another 
strike if the Ministry refused to comply. 
The demand. was refased by the Ministry 
and the cffigial reply read to the students, 
who made no demonstration. 

It is to ba hoped that they will have 
the sense to see that any farther ontbreaks 
must lead tothe closing of the Law School 
and to the permanent injary of their careers. 
We should like to point ont to those of 
them who are not above taking European 
advice that their guides have not been ge- 
nuine educational reformers, but pol:tical 
wire-pallers whom—in a fatal moment for 
themselves—they allowed to take over the 
direction of the movement. Is it worth their 
while to b&ndicap themselves and inflict great 
inconvenience on their parents to enable 
Mustapha Pacha Kamel to pose as the leader 
cf the Egyptian youth? But perhaps that 
energetic patriot has promised them all places 
ae printer’s devils and proof-readers in the 
office cf the ‘Lewa.” 


THE FRONTIER QUESTION. 

We are «till in the dark about the frontier. 
The Tarkish troops, despite the assurances of 
the home Press, are still in possession of 
Tabah and the Nekbel-Akaba, the Torkish 
delegates, Miralai Mozsffer Rey and Bimbashi 
Fehmi, have departed without a word, and 
we hear that one of the Egyptian delegates is 
now mournfully sarveying a complete camping 
outfit which he acqaired on learning that he 
might have to start for the frontier almost 
immediately. The Diana remains cff Akaba, 
aod Mr. Bramley awaits events at Nakhl. 
Meantime the protability of an increase in 
the Turkish forces on the frontier grows 
greater day by day, and with it the necessity 
of a complete delimitation of the frontier 
which will prevent the recurrence of similar 
incidents.

dealt with the history of the rise and develop 


are well acquainted. The eminent counsel 
went on to show that if the bankraptcy had 
been declared at the time of the Cronier 
crash, the Daira Sagar Corporation could have 
absorbed almost the whole of the Snucreries 
and the bondholders would have received thirty 
or forty per cent., while the shareholders 
would have received nothing. On the 19th 
September the Cairo Court selected the ex- 
perts and the report of those gentlemen was 
undoubtedly considerably influenced by the 
tendencies of a section of public opinion. The 
former employés of the company also foment- 
ed a fierce agitation against the Sucreries. 
The result was that the experts were an- 
doubtedly inflaenced by these tendencies while 
French experts, on the other hand, were in 
favour of the reconstitution of the company, 
and their opinion was maintained by soch 
authorities as Harari Pacha and Boghos Pacha 
Nabar, who were ready to join the board of a 
reconstitated company. As to the report of 
the Cairo experts, it was nothing more nor 
less than a “ reqnisitoire.” They had de. 
clared that the company was neither un- 
fortanate nor of good faith, When the 
counsel for the company wished to reply to 
the experts, the Court refased to grant him a 
hearing. Meanwhile at Paria an agreement 
had been arrived at by all ths parties interested 
to accept a “Concordat preventif,” The agree. 
ment was that of the total debt, £850,000, no 
less than £4°0,00) would be wiped off by 
accepting the offer of tha Egyptian Govern- 
ment to take over the company’s line of rail- 
way, £400,000 would be covered by the issue 
of debenture stock, and £401,000 by a further 
issue which would extingoisyh the small 
balance of debt remaining and enable the 
company to proceed with its business. The 
attitude of the ‘Ministare Pablic”’ at Cairo 
was atterly incom: rehensivle and the point of 
view of that gentleman was curious in the 
extreme. Why, when everybody, creditors and 
shareholders alike, was unanimous in demand- 
ing & “concordat,” how came it that the Mi- 
nistére Pablic sprang upon an astonished world 
the preposterous demand for bankruptcy ! 
When Maitre Padoa Bey, counsel for the 
creditors, rose to raply, as he had the right to 
for the pronouncement of the Ministdre Public 
was a “demande nouvelle” and also contained 
some erroneous points, the Court refused him 
@ bearing. As to the finding of the lower 
Court, Maitre Carton not only claimed that the 
Court of Appeal should quash the jadgment 
but that it should decree the “homologation da 
corcordat.” The important point was that the 
bad faith of the board of directors should be 
established, if bankraptcy was to be declared, 
This important point the experts had failed to 
substantiate sati-factorily. : 

They had confined themselves to taking 
the opinions of the. petty employés of the 
company and never once had asked the ad 
vice of their chiefs. Moreover, the several 
reports of these gentlemen were contradictory, 
and in order that they should present 


joint report to the Tribonal they had ata 


ply struck a mean betwee their varions 
points of view, Maitre Caton indignantly 
stigmatised sach conduct, especially in such 
a case, when the honoor of the directors, 
the future of the company, snd a most im- 
portant industry in Egypt were at stake. 
Leaving out Cronier, de la Beuglise, and 
Leroux, who alone can be accused of com 
plicity, the others could. not be accused of 
bad faith. Tbe lower Court in its jadgment 
declare1 that the shareholders had abdicat- 
ed their rights on the pretext that the com- 
pany’s meetings were specially attended hy 
the sharebolders, but this line of argument 
was illogical, as no less than 300,000 shares 
of a total of 825,000 were held in France. 
At many company meetings a quorum is 
not attained but this is not equivalent to 
an abrogation of their rights by the share 
holders. The two “arréta” of a Belgian Conrt, 
in which the Cairo Tribunal based its judg- 
ment, rather supported his own contention, 
said Mesitre Carton, than that of the Court. 
The first of these “arréts” declared that bank 
ruptcy onght to ensue, but among the “atten. 
dus” there was one to the effect that bank- 
raptcy was in the interests of the creditors. 

Maitre Padoa Bey then spoke for the cre 
ditors and showed that a concordat should be 
granted in the interests of the creditors. 

M. Borchgrevink, Procureur General, de- 
clared that the Board had been guilty of care 
lessness and grave negligence for years part. 
He disputed the validity of the “arbitrage” 
and concluded that inasmuch as the Board 
and the general meetings are the recognise?

A COLLECTION OF WATER COLOUR 
SKETCHES.

Mr. Lamplough has teen 
particalarly happy in catching the Egyptian 
ato o3phere, and more especially soin gauging 
both that translocent colouring and mist 
effect which make our morning and our 
evening glory. There are two delightfal bits 
of Fayoum town, which are worth remember- 
ing and are very delicately handled, and there 
is a hot sunny stretch of road with huts at 
one side and som cool erey palms in the 
mid-distance which is also very good. The 
lovely fisher hut on Lake Karp, where daty is 
levied on the fish caught therein,is not without 
its charm, and there are many who would 
appreciate that lovely stretch of Libyan desert 
with nothing but its rocks to break its drear 
monotony. 

It is rather late to speak of the collection 
of pictures which has already been on view 
now for some we ks, but there is much merit 
in these water-coloors, and they deserve 
appreiation. The stretches of the river about 
Loxor, whether in the morning cool, midday 
sun, or sunset, are fall of charm, and there is 
a wealth of colour in No. 10. where the sun 
is tinging the low bills with its glow, and the 
dababeah is fl ating down the sha!low reaches. 
The mist effects on the Nile and in the desert 
are treated with great simplicity and eftect, 
and there are various views of ‘he country in 
which the Pyramids appsar as background. A 
vary careful piece of drawing with masterly 
treatment of reflected shadows is to be seen 
in No. 25, “Conrt of the Nile Temple,” at 
Madinet Haba. A similar picture to this was 
bought last year by H.R.H. Princess Heary 
of Battenberg, who has favoured Mr. Uamp- 
longh on several occasions. Those who are 
interested in the country and who have a keen 
appreciation of its beauties should not miss 
this opportunity of seeixg this charming 
collection.

LORD RANDOLPH CHURCHILL 


ON 


EGYPTIAN AFFAIRS. 


The recently published biography of Lord 
Randolph Charchill contains many passages 
referring to Egypt, some of which are well worth 
reproducing. As the author remarks in his 
preface, ‘no great legislation stands in his 
name on the statute book. No tangible or 
enduring records—uniess it be the Burmah 
province—exist of his Jabours...,” and it is 
as the brilliant rhetorician rather than the 
constructive statesman that he will go down 
to posterity. Few who can recall his hard 
hitting when, as the foremost spokesman of 
the “Fourth Party,” be enlivened the debates 
of the House of Commons by his incisive 
wit and vigorous home thrusts, will fail to 
recognise in his remarks on British policy in 
Egypt the same acute perception as that 
which characterised most ot his political utte- 
rances. 

Writing of Egyptian affairs in 1883 the 
author says :— 

“The gradual withdrawal of Enropean Powers 
and final retreat ot France left Great Britain 
alone to confrort the growing anarchy in 
Egypt. A medley ot cor flicting impulses and 
incidents — moral obligations, material inte- 
rests, the Saez Canal, the coupons of the 
Egyptian debt, Arabi’s natioval movement and 
the massacre of Jane - culminated in the 
bombardment of Alexandria on July 11, 1882, 
by the British fleet. Mr. Bright resigned from 
the Cabinet ; but the House of Commons broke 
into general cheering at the news and only 
eight Radicals testifisd to their principles by 
their votes. Large military operations followed. 
‘Twenty-five thousand British soldiers descend- 
ei upon Egypt. Arabi and his national move- 
ment wore stamped out under the heavy heel 
of the British Grenadier and England became 
responsible for the fortnnes of the Nile Valley. 

“Their intervention was to carry the Goyern- 
ment further than they expected. The misrnle 
whieh—had- prodaced in Ezypt the national 
movement of Arabi h:d created the rebellion 
of the Mahdi in the Sidan. The inhabitants of 
vast regions were aflame with military fary and 
religious fervour. Youssef Pacha had been over- 
whelmed, The army ot General Hicks was being 
aolleeted for its fatal effort. The Khedivial 
garrisons were everywhere cat off and besieged. 
Khartoum almost alone was accessible from 
the north, Inch by inch and hour by honr the 
Liberal Government was dragged deeper and 
deeper into the horrible perplexities of the 
Egyptian riddle and tha Sadan tragedy. At 
each detested step they resolved to go no 
forther. Eyery act of interference was to be 
their last, Every day they looked forward to an 
early evacuation. To get out of the soun'ry 
jn tha ehortest possible time and upon any 
conceivable justification was their constant and 
controlling desire ; and after every straggle to 
escape they found themsalves more hopelessly 
and inextricably involved. 

“To Lord Randolph Charchill the whole 
policy of intervention ssemed a flagrant poli- 
tical blander and a crowaing violation of 
Liberal principles. Hs had sympathise from 
the beginning with the revolt of Arabi Pacha. 
He subscribed fifty pounds to the expenses of 
his defense before the Egyptian Court Martial. 
He belieyed that the popular soldier and 
Minister had been the head of a real national 
movement directed against one of the vilest 
and most worthless @overnments in the world. 
That Eugland should ase her power to stamp 
out that movement, to crush the army which 
sustained it, to banish the leader on whom all 
dep3nded and to hand bick the wretched 
Egyptians to the incapacity of Tewfik and the 
ex'ortions of his creditors, was to him an 
odious crime. The war was—in his eyes—a 
wicked war, sn urjast war, “a bondholders’ 
war,’ and as he felt, so be spoke. While the 
fizhting was actually in progress criticism was 
necessarily ineffective ; butat the beginning of 
1883 the excitement of Tel-el-Kebir and Kas- 
sasin had begun to subside and Egyptian affairs 
became a leading subject of Parliamentary 
debate. ” 

Lord Randolph had p2rsuaded himself, upon 
a mass of eviderce co'lected for him by Mr. 
Wilfrid Blunt and others in Egypt, that the 
Khedive Tewfik was indirectly re-ponsible for 
the massacre of June 11, 1882, which he 
believed had been instigated from tho palace 
in order to compass the ruin of Arabi and the 
national movement, and provoke decisively 
the intervention of the European Powers. 
Having adopted this opinion, ha hed tena- 
cionly to it,and threst it upon Parliament with 
earnestness and even with passion. Although 10 
the first instance he had supported the pension 
to Lord Alcester for his services in bombarding 
Alexandria,on the ground that it was a r¢ ward 
to the naval profession as a whole, he availed 
himself of the passage of the necessary Bill 
(June 8) to bring forward his charges against 
the Khedive. The Honse was astonished at 
his vehemence. The Prime Minister's reply 
was, however, curiously guarded. He did 
not abeplately deny the charge. 

All he said was that the information in the 
possearion of tha Government afforded not the 
least confirmation of it. It was a ‘tremendou- 
charge,’ and the Government would be glad to 
examine the evidenca on which it was based. 
Indeed it was Sir Stettsrd Northcote who used 
the hardest language. While admitting that 
he considered the warlike intervention io 
Egypt wrong and unjostifiab!e, he expressed 
“extreme regret’ at Lord Randolph’s attempt 
t) raise such an issue on the note for a naval 
reward to a distinguished officer. “I decline,” 
he raid, “to be led by the nob!e Lord, and I 
trust the Honse will decline to be indreed by 
the nob’e Lord to accept a position which I 
consider would be dagradinz to its honour.” 
This, as Mr. Gorst said later in the debate, 
was @ stateme rt which would have been better 


made ty the Prime Minister than by the 
eader of the Opposition, who, however he 
might view the opinions of Lord Randolph 
Charebill, should leave it to opponents to 
attack him. 

The affair proceeded farther. One of Arabi’s 
officers, Suleiman Sami, was brought before a 
court martial on the charge of burning Alex- 
andria. ‘he witnesses demanded by the de- 
fence were not a'lowel to appsar. 

The trial was anexpested!y curtailed ; and 
the prisoner was sentenced to death. Lord 
Randolph exerted himre'f to procura at least 
delay before the sentence was executed, in 
order that the irregulerities at the trial might 
be exposed. He declared that Sulinan Sami 
was himself a witness whose death woald be “a 
God-send to the Egyptian Government.” Plied 
with questions and appeals, the Government 
undertook to make enquiries, bat before any 
satisfactory information was obtsined and 
while the House was still onder the impresion 
that the matter was in auepense, Suleiman 
Sami was hanged. On this being known the 
feeling in the Conservative party was so strong 
that Sir Stafford himse!f moved the adjourn- 
ment of the Houre to discuss the condact of 
Ministers in regard to the execution, which 
Lord Randolph furiously described as ‘the 
grossest and vilest jadicial murder that ever 
stained the annals of Oriental justice.” In this 
attack the fourth party were supported by the 
great mass of Conservative members, 

At Mr. G!adstone’s invitation, Lord Ran- 
dolph laid before bim a quantity of evidence 
which he had obtained in support of his asser- 
tins. This evidence was exdmined by Ministers 
and officially rejected ; but it is remarkable 
that the Government took no steps, by rebut- 
ting it in datail, to discredit their pertinaciosus 
assailant. They could not tell how fara fearless 
and impartial inqniry into the labyrinth of 
sangvinary intrigue which had cuambered the 
field of Egyptian politics before the British 
intervertion might carry them. Thay wrapped 
themselves ina silence of prudence or disdain, 
and Lord Randolph continued to repeat his 
statements with undiminished assurance. He 
forwarded formally to Sir Stafford Northcote, 
awong others, a copy of the evidence he had 
sent to the Prime Minister. Tha sty'e and 
saperscription of the acknowledging letter 
afford a key to their relations at this period :—

WHEN TO BEGIN DRINKING. 


S.me rather hypothetical figares have lately 
been given to the world by Dr.Charles Dana on 


the age limit of inebriety. Inebriety, he tells as, 


usually sets in before the age of twenty,and few 


people ever begin todrink toexcessafter arriving 
at the age of thirty if they havebeen temperate 
before that age. No cases arise after forty years 
of age ; and though there is a popular ideathat 
numerous people do begin to drink heavily 
after forty, it is generally found that investiga- 
tions of their life histories will disclose periods 
at any rate of intemperance in their earlier 


years. If, therefore, men can be kept abstinent 
till they are twenty-five a life of sobriety is 
generally asspred to them. Such is the bypo- 
thesis ; but on the whole it appears less valid 
than the alternative one that it is the creature 
o! habit who-become hsbitual drunkards ; and 


that in this sense paople of “irregular habits” 


run a smaller risk than those whose habits are 
regular. There used to be, in deys when sobrie- 


ty and temperance were less the rule, very 
few men who could say that they bad never had 
a period, brief though it might have been, 
when they took more alcohol than was good for 


them.

MALTA FEVER. 
—_—_— 


COMMISSION’S REPORT. 

The Reyal Society has just issued a farther 
report of the commission appointed by the 
Admiralty, the War Office, and the Civil 
Government of Malta, for the investigation of 
Mediterrenean or Malta fever. In a previous 
report it was shown that gusts in Malta are 
susceptible to the fever, this being demon- 
strated by the presence in their milk of the 
particolar microbe identified with the disease, 
Micrococcas melitensis. I he discovery warrant- 
ed the inference that the Maltese goats might 
be responsible in the main for the transmission 
of the infaction to the human subject, the 
principal milk supply of the island being 
derived from the namerons herds maintained 
there. It has also been determined that certain 
species of mosquitoes in Malta act as carriers 
of the microbe, while there is a strong pro- 
bability that it is transferred by the insect 
trom man himself. It appears to be definitely 


established that Malta fever can te acquired 


by the absorption of infected goats’ milk from 
the alimentary canal, and that this mode of 
infection is largely responsible for the occur- 
rano3 of the disease among the Maltese, who 
drink raw milk drawn at the doors cf their 
honse*. Drastic preventive measures ere recom- 
mended. ‘he oiling of all stagnant water, with 
a view to tha destraction of the larve of mos- 
qvitoes, 18 conside’ed to ba a prime daty on 
the part of the sanitary authority.

The ITALIAN LAKES. 


VENICE is a 5 hours journey by raii from | Lido 


Milan, and one of the most delightful places 
imaginable ‘to pass a quiet stay. The total 
absence of vehicular traffic strikes one as very 
strange ; no horse, cart, carriage or bicycle is 
to be seen, and yet there is the sound of life 
at every turn. The approach to Venice from 
the Adriatic is unlike that of any other sea- 
port. The town seems to be gradually, like 
Aphrodite, born of the sea, no hills behind, no 
stretches of rock, but first the tops of Cam- 
paniles mppes above the horizon, then slowly 
the whole glittering town rises like a fairy 
mirage out of the calm lagoon. 

Gomg northwards from Milan you make the 
tour of the beautiful Italian lakes. 

COMO, the birthplace of the younger Pliny, 
is reached in one-and-a-quarter hours by train 
by way of Monza : 

Boats leave Como frequently for the other 
towns on the lake, which is very beautiful, and 
the scenery on either side going up the lake is 
most enchanting. CERNOBBIO is a charmin 
spot; then come 7'remezzo, Cadenabbia, an 
Menaggio with the prettily-situated town of 
ee opposite. The walk from T'remezzo 
along the shore of the lake to Menaggio is most 
enjoyable. A steam tram runs from Menaggio 
to Porlezza on Lake Lugano in three-quarters 
of an hour, then steamer to Lugano in two-and- 
three-quarter hours. 


SWITZERLAND.

LUGANO is some 20 miles from Como and 
reached by train in one-and-a-half hours. It has 
& populatien of 10,000 people and is charm- 
ingly situated on the Lake of Lugano, amidst 
lovely Italian scenery. Around it rise M. San 
Salvatore, M. de Caprino and M. Generoso. 

LOCARNO may be reached by rail from 
Bellinzona in forty minntes. This pretty town, 
situated at the top of Lake Maggiore, has a 
mild climate, and is an excellent winter resort. 
The chureh Madonna del Sasso, situated above 
the town,is worth a visit, as it contains interest- 
ing paintings, “Entombment,” by Ciseri, and 

“The Flight into Egypt,” by Bramantion. 

LUCERNE.—A striking picture on the Lake 
of Lucerne facing the Atgi and Pilatus and 
the snow-clad Alps. 

In and around the town the walks are 
charming, and the excursions to be made from 
Lucerne by boat, rail, etc., are very numerous. 

The Like of Lucerne abounds in delightful 
excursions, those to the Rigi, Pilatus, Burgen- 
stock and Sonnenberg needing a special visit 
each. Other excursions on the lake can be 
made by steamer, and the ever-changing 
scenery on the trip from Lucerne to Fluelen is 
a source of delight to the lover of nature. 

BRUNNEN, charmingly situated on the 
most beautiful part of the Lake of Lucerne, 
commands magnificent views of lake and 
mountain scenery. Along the Lake of Uri 
from Brunnen to Fluelen runs the famous 
Azentrasse. 

A delightful excursion from Lucerne is 
that to ENGELBERG. Take boat to Stansstad 
and from Stansstad it is about 1 hour and 
40 min. by Electric Railway, with delightfal 
scenery en route. The ascent of Titlis, is 
made from here, and the oramic view of 
the Alps is grand; extending from Monte 
fosa to the Black Forest, and from the 
Santis. to the Matterho-n. 

THE BERNESE OBERLAND.—INTER- 
LAKEN a favourite summer resortand the best 
centre for making excursions in the Oberland, 
abounding in fine walks and views. There is 
a magnificent view of the Jungfrau from the 
Hoheweg, a fine avenue of walnut trees the 
chief resort of visitors. Interlaken is also not 
far from the famous waterfalls, Giessbach, 
Trummelbach and Staubbach. Then also the 
glaciers of Grindelwald and view from Murren 
and the Schynige Platte are sights not to be 
missed.
